More Protection Against Fool 
Drivers Among Aim Of 
Hills At Sacramento 


At least 150 measures affect¬ 
ing motor vehicles have already 
been presented in the present ses¬ 
sion of the California legislature, 
and will be considered before 
final adjournment is taken. 

Outstanding among the bills 
are those in the Senate and As¬ 
sembly setting up a Vehicle Code 
in place of the California Vehicle 
Act, comprising a re-arrange- 
rnent of provisions and simplifica¬ 
tion of its terms, and including 
only a few major changes. 

The code would specifically re¬ 
strict cars from overtaking and 
passing other vehicles on the 
right on wide city streets, impose 
a more severe penalty for reck¬ 
less driving, and give more 
thorough protection to the motor¬ 
ists in regard to civil liability and 
financial responsibility of owners 
and operators of vehicles. 

In addition to the code mea¬ 
sures, many other hills, some 
dangerous through adding impo¬ 
sitions on motorists, some ridicu¬ 
lous, and some practical, are 
pending as proposed amendments. 
Two would provide for: 

Payment of $18 registration fee 
for every motor vehicle, trailer 
and semi-trailer, except those ex¬ 
empt; showing of personal prop¬ 
erty tax receipt before registra¬ 
tion, renewal or transfer of regis¬ 
tration.

deposit of securities in the sum 
of $10,000 being required from 
owners of private vehicles to se¬ 
cure payment of damages for in¬ 
juries of persons or property.
